from England to Asia by way of the C.P.R. 
He claimed the new route woultl bring Eng- 
land within 21 days of Yokohama, Japan, 
and greatly facilitate trade between the 
Japanese empire, Great Britain and Canada- 
The journey would be .'10 hours shorter than 
byway of Chicago, and for that reason 
alone, irrespective of any patriotic senti- 
ment, should command the patronage of till 
who are interested in the welfare of the em« 
pire. The Asiatic trade, said be, bad 
of late years increased enormously, 
and was certain to increase at an even 
more rapid rate in the future, as the 
people of Asia learned what was most de- 
sired in the nnrkels of Europe. The new 
route would shortly capture a trade of 
£120,000,000 yearly." Canada was awaken- 
ing to the fact that the trade of the Empire 
with the rest of the world was of vastly 
greater importance to Canadians than the 
patronage of the United States, and once 
awakened Canada was sure to go ahead 
with a 1, .mi, ding and clastic step. The 
speaker added that there was another im* 
portdiit reason why the Canadian Paeilic 
route should have the aid and countenance 
of Great Britain. It was to he hoped that, 
the calamity would long be averted, but 
should war arise it would be of 
tho utmost gravity that Great Britain 
should have a transcontinental and 
transoceanic route, of which impart 
should be include, 1 in foreign jurisdiction. 
This route, crossing British territory only, 
would lie of the utmost usefulness, for in its 
whole course there would he uo exposure of 
military preparations to alien and unfriendly 
eyes. The I10W route to Asia would belle- 
lit both Canada and Great Britain, and bind 
the empire together in ties never, it should 
be hoped, to he broken. Sir Baden-Powell 
also stated that England would subsidize 
the line with £60,000 yearly for carrying 
mails lo ( 'hina.

NO BONES BROKEN. 

Mr. F. B. McNamee Describes Ills Experiences 
in the Scltreiber Wreck— A Heroic 
Woman. 

Anyone who knows Mr. F. 15. .McNamee, 
the veteran railway, harbor and canal eon- 
tractor, of Montreal, would hardly recog- 
nize that gentleman last evening, as he 
in the reading room of the Clarenc 
his face so plentifully crossed and covered 
with sticking plaster, as to give it the ap- 
pearance of a railroad map. These decora- 
tions were obtained by the wearer in the 
wreck on the C.P.R, near Sehreiber, on 
Wednesday last. The accident occurred, 
according to Mr. McNamco, who is, fortu- 
nately, not seriously disabled, at about 10 
a.m., just after tlie Pullman passengers had 
break fasted. The train was running at 
slow speed, and was just approaching the 
trestle, about one and a-half miles from 
Sehreiber, when Mr. McNamee, who sat 
chatting with Mr. Reldie, Dominion Kx- 
prcss auditor, felt a jar as if 
the car was oil the track, and 
intuitively recognized that something 
was radically wrong. Almost immediately 
the car turned over on its side, struck the 
end of the trestle work, unci df;p??d §5 
feet t» the ground beneath. When the 
bottom was reached, Mr. McNamee clam- 
bered out of the ear window to see what 
had happened, and was somewhat surprised 
to see the track so far above him, the coach 
mi absolute wreck, and himself taking in 
the surroundings as an interested and un- 
injured spectator. He had hardly time to 
glance about him, when a lady crept from 
the car, with blood running from a number 
of wounds. Tins was Miss Redmond of St. 
Thomas, Ontario, who with her brother, 
was on her way to visit another brother, 
Mr. Redmond of the Ames, Holdeu Co. in 
Victoria. This bn.ve little women, who 
hud been very unwell for the past two days, 
and hail that morning been unable to eat 
any breakfast, started to work energetically 
to get out. the other passenge 
untiringly until the last one ' 
wreck. In speaking of Miss Redmond, Mr. 
McNamee said, enthusiastically, " She was 
positively the Grace Darling of the party,— 
the grandest, pluckiest and finest woman 1 
ever met. 

Mr. McNamee. was the only passenger 
who came right through by the next train. 
He says the full list, of passengers injured 
was iiot published, but it contained the 
names of no Victorians. His business to 
Victoria is to arrange, if possible, an amic- 
able settlement of the graving dock ditli- 
culty.aa he is advanced in yearn now, and 
does not care to enter into lawsuits, if 
he could avoid it.

To the Electors of Victoria 
City and District. 



GENTLEMEN— As promisor! in my reply to 
your magnifloontroquisition asking mo to hi uml 
for re election in one of your roprosentnth'os in 
the Dominion House of Commons,! now lay lie- 
fore you my views on the main questions of Hie 
day affecting tills district and tho Dominion. 

I will llrsf nay that [coma before you as a 
supporter of Sir John A. Macdonald and liis 
party. 1 do so be auso I believe him to be by 
far the ablest statesman Canada has, and that 
tho policy he is following is the right one, and 
the only one that can raise Canada to the high 
position amongst nations which she is bound to 
take if properly governed. 

Hinco being a member of the House of Com- 
mons I have seen that It is utterly useless being 
an Independent. So long as tho Government of 
tho country is carried on on party linos, so 
long must a man adhore to either one sido or 
tho other. An Indopen tent member has no 
weight with either party unless the Govern- 
memo is sustained by a vory narrow majority 
indeed. 

There are of course occasions when minor 
questions affecting a particular district or 
province comu up, and on wbieli n member 
feels I bat he must vote against his party for 
the good of his constituents, hut on all strictly 
party questions, affeoiing the Dominion as a 
whole, a member must be true to his party. 

1 hold that a man should make up his mind 
before ontering political lifo as to which party 
he Is in sympathy with, and then stick to 
them. If every man was to consider himself 
free to vote as ho might think best at tho 
moment on every question that came up, no 
man. however clever a statesman he might be, 
could carry on a government for a week. 

lam strongly in favor of reciprocity with 
the United Suites in some natural products, 
such as coal, flsh, lumber and ores, but I am 
decidedly opposed to unrcatricicd reciprocity, 
as I firmly believe that Canada would then 
again become a slaughter market for t he over- 
production of the American manufacturer, and 
thereby many of our now thriving manufac- 
tories and industries would be hopelessly 
ruined, carrying distress and poverty to thou- 
sands of our now happy and prosperous 
mechanics and artisans. 

I deprecate the conduct of tho leaders of 
the Liberal party in lowering the dignity 
of Canada by begging for reciprocity from the 
United States, as they have been doing lately. 
Let the Americans first show their willingness 
to meet us on a fair basis ; and, if they do that, 
I have no doubt that mutual advantages will 
accruo from any negotiations undertaken. As 
yet, there is no authority to show that they 
have ever shown the slightest disposition to 
open the question at all. Unrestricted re- 
ciprocity with tho United States, would neces- 
sarily mean discrimination in tariff against 
England. This the Mother Country would 
never stand, and still continue to give us the ! 
benefit of her protection. 

We must then eit her abandon the project alto- I 
gelher, or throw ourselves into the arms of 
Uncle Sam, as we are not strong enough to j 
protect ourselves. Aro you ready to do this ? 
I for.one am not, and 1 trust, 'and believe that j 
comparatively few in Canada are. Tho land in 
Canada is every bit as good as in tho United 
States. Her people are just as intelligent, in- 
dustrious and Independent. Then why not let 
us remain under the British Flag that has pro- 
tected us so long, and by our own exertions 
and energy and enterprise build up in timo a 
n it ion just, as great, just as powerful, and 
just as wealthy as our southern neighbor. 

1 am very much dissatislied with the small 
amount of money expended by the Dominion 
Government on i'ublic Works in British 
Columbia and more particularly in Victoria. 
Seeing that this eity alone pays considerably 
more than one million dollars per annum into 
the Dominion Treasury, 1 think no one can 
deny that we should get a great deal more in 
ret urn than we do. 

I have endeavored in the past to remedy this, 
but I am sorry to say with but partial success. 
If, however, I am again honored with your confi- 
dence I shall continue oven more strenuously 
than ever to urge upon the Government the 
necessity of placing larger sums upon the esti- 
mates for Victoria. 

Amongst the many improvements urgently 
required I may mention a new Post Cilice and 
Custom House. These are badly needed owing 
to the immense increase In trade and popula- 
tion that has taken place here curing tho past 
few years. A large expenditure is also needed 
in our harbor. 1 have repeatedly brought the 
nbovc matters before the Government and 
have received assurances which I trust in the 
near future may bo acted upon. 

I shall, if elected, give my hearty support to 
the members for Nannimo and Now Wostmln- 
mili-tcr Districts in any endeavor they may 
make to have more lights, beacons and buoys 
placed on our coast. 

1 shall also continue t o urge upon the Govern- 
ment the paramount necessity of their insert- 
ing a clause in any oharter given to any subsid 
l/.ed line of steamers running either to China or 
Australia, making it imperative that they call 
at Victoria on every trip. 

1 shall again bring to the notice of the Gov. 
eminent the necessity of increasing the pay of 
some of the civil servants in thin Pro- 
vince. It Is manifestly unfair to pay 
the Pume salaries here that they do 
in Eastern Canada, where living is so very 
much cheaper. It is, to my mind, offering a 
premium on dishonesty and is degrading the 
public service. It is nn insult to ask educated, 
intelligent men to work for less than a Chinese 
laborer demands. The fact thai men aro 
found who arc willing to take tho positions, is 
noargumenl In its favor. When men are hard- 
up they will take almost anything In order to 
gel food for their families, but that is no reason 
why I lie I'ublic Treasury should, benefit by 
their misfortunes. 

I am in favor of a subsidy being grunted by 
the Dominion to t he Victoria. Saanich and New 
Westminster Railway Co., and shall, if elected, 
continue to urge tho Government to make u 
substantial grant for thai purpose. 

The Chinese question is one of grave 
moment. I shall use my best, endcavorb 
to have tho anti-Chinese clause inserted In all 
charters granted to companies who are as 
Bisted by subsidies cither of land or mono) 
from the Dominion Government . If the prosonl 
i or capita tax is found not to be sufUoienl to 
stay the tide of Immigration. I shall favor an 
lneroiisod tax. 

Bolloving thai tho Victoria Trades and 
Labor Council : composed of men capable ol 
taking a dispnssloii ito view of t lie siibjoct, nni 
who have n thoroughly practical knowledge 
of the question, rind also t hut they directly rep 
resent the great bodyofmon who ore most af 
fectod by this class of labor, I shall on all occa- 
sions bu vory largely guided by their wishes in 
regard to this subjoet. 

The time bus arrived in my opinion who 
the Dominion Government should be 
urged to assist in building anothi rdry dock hi 
Esquimalt. By far the best place fur a now 
dock is alongside tho present one. It can hi 
built cheaper than any whore olso, and can hi 
run more economically than elsewhere, an He 
same staff and snino engines and pumps now 
used for the present dock could ho utilized for 



tho new one. I shall uso my best efforts to 
have this matter favorably reported upon. 

In conclusion, allow mo to say that if you 
decide to again place mo in tho proud position 
of ono of your representatives, I shall, on nil 
occasions, both in and outof tho House of Com- 
mons, endeavor to act in such a manner as in 
refloat credit on tho constituents, tho city and 
district which I shall have the honor to repre- 
sent.

GENTLEMEN— At the request of a large 
number of citizens, 1 again odor myself as a 
candidate to represent you in tho Dominion 
House of Commons. 

Ono of the most important questions to bo 
dealt with by the now Parliament will un- 
doubtedly be "Our Trade Relations with the 
United States," and as nothing has takon 
place In their legislation to make me believe 
the Protective Policy of theirGovorninent will 
bo abandoned, nor has any circumstances 
arisen in the Dominion of Canada which make 
it necessary or prudent to abandon or disturb 
in any material way, or to any great oxtont, thu 
reasonable system of protection to our indus- 
tries, which the country has time and again 
declared for. and under which she has pros 
pored and is prospering. I believe the policy 
of tho Conservative narty to bo the one best 
calculated to promote the prosperity of thn. 
Dominion. 

Such being my conviction, I shall give them 
my support, reserving to myself the right to op- 
pose them on any measures that 1 may con- 
shier not in the interest of my constituency or 
Province. 

I donot consider that protection to our in- 
dustries is incompatible with a reasonable mea- 
sure of reciprocal trado with the United States, 
by which wo might exchange many of our 
natural products Willi mutual advantage; and 
in any arrangements proposed, with that end 
in viow, I would strongly urge In the interest 
of this Provineo, that Lumber. Coal, Fish, Kisli 
products, etc., be included. 

HARBOR IMPROVEMENTS. 

I will also press upon the Government by 
every means in my power the urgent necessity 
of a much larger annual expenditure for dredg- 
ing the inner harbor, and that immediate steps 
be taken to deepen tho approach to the outer 
harbor, so that tho largest steamers coming, lo 
out coast may have facilities for entering and 
landing their freight and passengers with safely 
and dispatch. 

PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 
Last session I brought to the attention of tho 
Government tho inadequacy of the present 
public buildings for conducting tho fast in- 
creasing business of tho Port, and that they 
were alike discreditable to the city and the 
Government. 1 also urged tho matter upon the 
Ministers who visited us last summer, who pro- 
mised to ask for a voto this session for this pur- 
pose, and that tuoy would support it with all 
their influence, I have no doubt that in the 
near future we will have both a Post Ollice and 
Custom House that will be an ornament to the 
city and in keeping with tho largo revenue we 
contribute to the Dominion Treasury. 

DKACONH AND BOUYS. 
I will urge tho construction of LiglitfHouses 
and Bouys at all points necessary to the safe 
navigation ol the Northern Coast of British 
Columbia. 

I would also advocate that all steamers sub- 
sidized by tho Dominion Government shall 
call at the port of Victoria, both on their in- 
ward and outward trips, to land mails, pas- 
sengers and freight. 

1 will do all in my power to preserve i he 
rights of our citizens in the Behrlng's Soa. 

If you dome the honor to return mo as your 
representative, you may roly upon me, both in 
the House and out of it, to uso my best, efforts 
in the interest of this Province, and this Dis- 
trict In particular.

The report of the Department of Lands 
and Works, which vvas 'aid 1,11 tllu tablu of 
the House of Assembly, yesterday after- 
noon, shows thai during the year 80,067.20 
were expended on the steam heating of the 
Central school in Victoria, SI, 070 on the 
Law Courts, and $520 for additions to the 
Treasury. The carriage road between Bea- 
con Hill' and Ross May involved an outlay 
of $1,S7">, the uaiv bridge on the Gorge road 
8(510, and the (iorge road $1,875. The public 
school house at North Wellington cost $2,- 
7")0. the East Wellington Bchoool-house 
$650, that at ( iabriola Island 8712.50, the 
.Moon! Benson road §800, and the wharf at 
N. W. Kay, Beaver Creek, $600. For the 
court-house at New Westminster, the con- 
tractors were paid $29, 339, and for tho East 
End school, at Vancouver, $17,325. 
The fMipperton school - house coat $.'!,- 
190. Tin- artesian well at Duck's Station 
has flowed steadily since water was struck, 
showing the experiment to have been a suc- 
cess. In the province, there are 41 saw- 
mills, now built or in process of construc- 
tion, and -15 timber leases, comprising 225,- 
526 acres, yield an annual rental of $15,- 
614.03, while the revenue received from 
Timber Royalty was $20,677.71.

No one 
knew to whom they belonged, and it was 
in no way just to hold railroads responsible 
when the proper safeguards weie provided.

Hon. Mr. Davik said there was no uso 
for this Bill, members could if they chose 
add the clauses, which the leader of the 
Opposition hud taken out of the Ontario 
Act, and which he had omitted. One of 
these points was, that reports of public 
meetings were privileged, but with this he 
could not agree because it enabled an un- 
scrupulous man to slander his neighbors or 
opponents vicariously, through the publica- 
tion in the papers of slanderous statements, 
which he made on a public platform. He 
characterized some of the editorial remarks 
in the newspapers as written without a 
proper understanding of this subject. In 
England, newspapers did not complain cf 
the libel law, and the reason of this was, 
that they attacked measures, not men . but 
throughout this province and he made an 
exception of no pap;r, they maliciously 
attacked men's characters, instead of at- 
tacking men in connection with their acts 
and measures, Failing ability to attack 
measures, they attacked men maliciously, 
and, on this account alone, they complained 
of the libel laws. He saw no reason for 
sending both these Hills to committee, in 
view of the Bill which he hud introduced. 

Mr. Semi.in said that if members pre- 
ferred the Ontario Act they would vote for 
the second reading of this Bill, when the 
two measures would be before the members 
for action. 

Mil. BROWN believed that the thing to do 
was to pass the Dill to committee, inasmuch 
as it contained the whole Ontario law, and. 
if the members thought it too long, they 
might shorten it, or, if the Actornttv- 
Geueral's Bill was too short, they might 
lengthen it. He took exception to the re- 
marks of the Attorney-General on the sub- 
ject of libels in England, and went 
on to point out the necessity that 
existed for newspapers to publish reports of 
public meetings, saying that ii would be 
utterly wrong to punish papers for their re- 
ports, particularly since it was almost im- 
possible to say anything in a paper that 
might not be construed into a libel.

The principle of the bill of the leader of the 
Opposition worked well in Ontario, why 
Bhouldliot the same be the case here? Ho 
said that the press should have the widest 
latitude, but if it made mistakes and did 
not correct or apologize let it take the con- 
sequences, In small communities, where 
the newspaper staffs were small, papers 
wero entitled to a great deal of considera- 
tion. He sympathized with them because 
he knew what they had to contend with. 

Mr. Booth said that in too many cases al- 
ready the law was too strict. 

Mr. CoTION asked members to vote for 
this bill. He had had communications with 
all the newspaper men in this Province who 
desired to be placed on the Hame 
footing as those of Ontario. No

THE DUMFRIES HY.STERY. 

Murder or Suicide— A KOTBier Resident of 
BrltiBh Columbia Concerned. 

The Toronto World contain:! the follnw- 
ing telegram from Paris, Out., under date 
of January 28tb : There is considerable ox- 
uitemont in t he township of South Dumfries 
over tlio circumstances surrounding the 
death of Robert C. Wilson, a prosperous 
farmer, whose body was found in his cis- 
tern, on. Saturday last. Ho was , r >l years 
of age and unmarried. He owned n funn of 
125 Acres, and had living with him a nephew 
and niece, Archibald and Mary Mcbwen. 
Last week lie sold the farm to his brother, 
Ogden Wilson, who recently returned from 
British Columbia. On Thursday night, 
iibout 8 o'clock, Ogden Wilson took a law- 
yer out to the farm and the deeds were 
made out. The following day he again took 
the lawyer to the farm and Robert Wilson 
made hi-s will, leaving $2,000 each to his 
nephew and niece," and $l,, r >(J() to Ogden 
Wilson and the balance to his brother in 
Detroit, and his sister, Mrs. Hunt, of Ayr. 

Ogden Wilson moved part of his furni- 
ture into the house on Saturday, and had 
dinner there with his nephew and niece. 
Robert Wilson was missed for Borne hours, 
and it was supposed that he haiPgono to 
Paris with some neighbor passing by. Ill the 
cellar of the new house there is a cistern, 
which contains about three feet of water, 
with a pump projecting from the tank. 
About 4 o'clock in the afternoon Ogden went 
inti the cellar to get some water, The 
pump needed priming. He put the pail 
down into the cistern to get some water for 
this purpose when it struck ugainst some- 
thing soft, tie returned above and report- 
ed the circumstance, and the nephew went 
down lo investigate. He booh came back 
and said his uncle Robert was in the tank. 
The cellar was quite dark and nothing 
could be distinguished in the tank by look- 
ing into it. They then all proceeded into 
the cellar and recovered the body, These 
are the facts as to the finding of the body, 
as related by the brother and nephew and 
niece. Coroner Kerr, of Brantford, ordered 
a post-mortem examination, and an inquiry 
was held. Owing to the peculiar eircum- 
Btnneca .surrounding the case, the jury de- 
cided that further investigation should be 
made, and ordered that the stomach, liver 
and kidneys fhould be sent to Toronto to be 
examined, which has been done. The in- 
quest was adjourned until Feb. U, pending 
the result of the examination.
